ed down by Robert A. 
A dam s, na­ 
tional judge advocate of the Legion, in 
H *p«m*3 to an inquiry from the Inter- 
Rost Council of lajs Angeles,,Ca I. 
At its annual election held iii De- 
*vnibor a 
Los Angeles post elected 
Channing Follette as commander for 
UCI. 
A short time afterw ards Fol­ 
lette was appointed justice 
of the 
peace by the board of supervisors of 
I •*' Angeles comity. 
The Question arose whether, in view 
o ' lite fact that Follette had been ap­ 
pointed to nu office which, iii its na­ 
ture. except in the m atter of filling 
vacancies, is an elective, salaried pub­ 
lic office, lie was eligible to serve as 
an officer of the Legion. 
Iii his official ruling, the* national 
lodge lokkofotc says: 
"This being a salaried, elective pub­ 
lic office. It is my opinion that the 
method of filling a vacancy is not es 
senti:*! in determining the eligibility 
of a* Leg i Ona ire holding such office. 
The office is elective, although the ease 
with which we deal is that of ail ap- 
poiuim enf.. 
“The p i l o s e of the constitutional 
joovM on is of course, to prevent, so 
far as possible, tin* us** by a member 
ob tire Legion of his Legion member­ 
ship in furthering a political career. 
<5•ii*«*quentIv. the effect of an 
ap­ 
pointment 
is in no wise dissimilar

GREAT TUN OF HEIDELBERG 


Constructed in the Middle Ages, Mon. 
•ter Receptacle Held 528 Hogs. 
heads of Wine. 


The construction of the great tun of 
Heidelberg, hi the castle of the Princes 
Palatine of the Rhine, was begun in 
InSO and was not finished until more 
limn two years later. 
It was composed of beams twenty- 
seven feet long and had a diameter of 
eighteen feet. 
The Iron looping was 
1.100 pounds in weight, and the cost, 
figured in our money, was nearly 
$12,000. 
It could hold 528 hogsheads 
and lite value ar that time of ihe wine 
it contained was in the neighborhood 
of $10,000. 
When the cellarer drew wine out of 
flip cask he ascended several flights of 
wooden stairs leading to 
ihe 
top: 
about the middle was a bunghole, into 
which 
was inserted an instrument 
made in the form of a spout, with 
which the wine was drawn up and 
placed in a vessel provided for the 
purpose. 
There was another tun built, evident­ 
ly succeeding the one just described. 
In 1751 : this was MO feet long and 24 
feet high, with a capacity of kilo hogs­ 
heads. or INl.L'iiO bottles. 
This cask 
has not been in use since the latter 
part of the Eighteenth century.
